BIG BEN STOPS — 
TO BE REPAIRED 


Witnesses Will Be Brought | Famous Clock On House Of 


From Wpg to Show That 
Money Was Remitted 


At the Mounted Police Barracks 
yesterday afternoon before Inspector 
Worsley, the case against W. J. Bel- 
frage, grain dealer, charged with 
having converted to his own use and 


thereby having stolen certain 
moneys which he had received on 
terms requiring that they be paid 
over to Certain farmers of Horse 
Hills, came up for hearing. 

The prosecutors were resented 
by D. H. McKinnon, of McDonald, 
McKinnon & Cogswell, and the de- 
fendant by E. B. Williams, of Short, 
Cross & Biggar. 

After the witnesses of three farm- 
ers had been taken, the case was ad- 
journed till this «morning, when 
Manager Scott of the Northern Bank 
gave his evidence. An adjournment 
was then made for a week in order 
to procure the evidence of McBain & 
Co., and John Geddes of Winnipeg, 
to whom Belfrage shipped the grain 
and whom the prosecutors contend, 
remitted the money which théy have 
never yet received. 

Belfrage himself asserts that he has 
received no money since February 
last, over a month before the arrival 
of the cars in Winnipeg. Up to the 
present the prosecution has present- 
ed no evidence to contravert this and 
as a consequence the Magistrate has 
reduced the bail from $1,500 to $750. 

Evidence of Farmers. 

The ®ollowing was the evidence 
taken yesterday : 

Henry Burford—I am a farmer at 
Horse Hills, Last winter Belirage 
furnished a car on the C. N. R., to 
load with oats as he could get it 
sooner than we farmers. The agree- 
ment was that Belfrage should be 
paid one cent a bushel commission 
for the car. When the car was load- 
ed I went into the Northern Bank 
and Mr. Belfrage drew 75 per cent. 
of the money in payment. There were 
1,810 bushels put on the car, which 
was No, 38,614. The arrangement was 
that whenever the car reached Wip- 
nipeg and was weighed the balance 
should be paid. I inquired at the 
C. N. R. station about March Ist 
about the car and they later told me 
it had arrived in Winnipeg on March 
10th. 

I had conversation later with Mr, 
Belfrage and he showed me a state- 
ment that the oats were sold for 35 
cents a bushel and that there was 
$139.87 still coming to me. T asked 
Mr. Belfrage in April and afterwards 


and he always told me that the 
money had not come. 
At this juncture, Mr. McKinnon 


handed witness a cheque. 

Witness—This is a cheque given me 
by Mr..Relfrage on the 29th of May. 
The manager of the bank said to leave 
the cheque there and he would pay it 
when the money came. I presented 
this to the Northern Bank, but they 
told me that there was no money in 
the bank to cash it. Mr. Belfrage told 
me nothing about leaving the city. 
I came in because I heard he was 
going to leave the city. I have not 
yet been paid and have had no fur- 
ther statement from Mr. Belfrage. 

To Mr. Williams—I received 75 per 
cent. of the money, all the present 
sale relating to the remaining 25 
per cent. The commission Belfrage 
took out was correct. presented 
the cheque in the bank the day I 
got it and left it there two days. 
This was the ‘first dealing I had with 
Belfragé. 

Benjamin Grant—I am a_ Horse 
Hills’ farmer. Last fall I had some 
dealings with Mr. Belfrage. He agreed 
to supply cars to us at the rate of a 
cent a bushel. FE was one of a num- 
ber of farmers that loaded three 
cars. We were paid what we suppos- 
ed was 75 per cent. of the amount 
due. I went to see Belfrage several 
times during the winter to see if the 
balance was to be sent to each of 
us separately from Winnipeg. He 
later went to the telegraph office and 
addressed a telegram to John Ged- 
des, Winnipeg, “‘Send money tomor- 
row, care Northern Bank.” This was 
on Monday and he said to come 
back on Thursday. We did so and 
were told he went out on the train 
on Wednesday. We made inquiries, 
but could not find him, I have nev- 
er yet been paid for the balance 
which is still outstanding. : 

To Mr. Williamse—I did not inquire 
at Mr, Belfrage’s home jor him. 
don’t know the number of the car in 
which Burford’s oats was shipped. 
Burford was not present when I made 
the arrangements with the accused. 
The last time I asked for the money 
I was told the car had now arrived 
and the money was to be sent from 
Winnipeg. I know he wired to Win- 
nipeg for the money. 

H. Visineau—I am a farmer of 
Horse Hills. Last winter I met ac- 
cused on the road and he asked me if 
I had oats to sell. I agreed to give 
him my oats which I loaded at Oliver 
crossing. I frequently asked aceus- 
ed for the money coming, but did 
not get it.

MEN FOR ALBERTA. 


Fifty Presbyterian Ministers Secured 
in the British Isles. 


Toronto, June 19,--Rev, Dr, E. D. 
McLaren, Presbyterian Home Mission 
secretary, arrived home Friday from 
an extended visit to the British Isles 
in duest of men for the Canadian 
mission fields, He had better success 
than he had hoped for, having seeur- 
ed about fifty men to come out this 
fall to Alberta, Most of them he ob- 
tained in Scotland, two or three in 
England, and ten in the north cf 
Ireland. “People in the old land,” 
Dr, MeLarne says, “are prepared to 
take an untimited amount of interest 
in Canada, the pet colony just now 
of the British Empire.” 


Commons Temporarily 
Ceases To Toll 


London, Eng., June 19.—When Big 
Ben falls dumb in his open garret of 
the Westminster clock tower the 
members of two Houses and a num- 
berless population dwelling | within 
the sound of his reveberating boom 
fee] that something is missing from 
their daily life. Last week the works 
ran down, and the clock stopped too. 
Big Ben took its first tere | in five 
years, The truth is thet Big Ben 
was gracefully dirty ond stood in 
heed of a tubbing or something more 
rigorous and efficacious. Messrs. Dent, 
the -clockmakers who constructed the 
mechanism fifty-six years ago, and 
have supervised its operations ever 
since, aré engaged upon the task cf 
taking that mechanism apart piece 
by piece and cleaning it thoroughly. 
Grease had found its way into the 
engaging cogs of the gears, and grit 
had filtered into the bearings. 

Every component part #as cleansed, 

inspected and returned to its place, 
but the closest scrutiny failed to bring 
to light a ‘single case for repair. One 
shalt (that upon which the great drum 
turns), which sustains the weight of 
one and a hali tons and drives the 
striking mechanism of Big Ben, shows 
no marked wear, and the gun-metal 
bearings on which it works appear 
quite unworn, . Yet that axle has made 
in the last fifty years at least 300,000 
revolutions in the striking and us 
many more in the winding, Evidently 
they used good metal in 1864. 
* All the parts of the mechanism cf 
Big Ben are made of cast iron. Now- 
adays steel would be used. It is the 
largest, most powerful and most ac- 
curate clock in the world. It takes 
two men five hours three times each 
week to wind it up, and there are 
374 steps which they have to mount 
to reach the clock room. The great 
hour bell weighs thirteen and a half 
tons, and the hammer which strikes 
it weighs four ecwt, The aggregate 
weight of the four quarter bells is 
nearly eight tons, and they weigh 
respectively in ascending scale 3 tons 
18 ewt., 1 ton 13ewt., 1 ton 6 ewt. and 
1 ton 1 ewt. Twice a day its time 
is telegraphed automatically to Green 
wich, and it is in the Royal Obser- 
vatory there it is checked, It is sel- 
dom out more than a second.

Mr. George Todd, one of the land 
guides, met with a very close shave 
last Friday in attempting to cross the 
treacherous Big Red Deer river at 
the Niddrie Ford, west of Olds. 
George knew that it was risky, but 
with an impatient party of landseek- 
ers, who are slow to appreciate the 
real danger in making such a cross- 
ing, he made the attempt, and due 
to the channel having shifted since 
the last tinre he was over, soon the 
whole load, along with the horses, 
were punching the waves in a “right 
smart” style. By some method difli- 
cult to describe, the men got the team 
cut loose, then succeeded in swim- 
ming ashore, one of the horses land. 
ing on one side of the river, and its 
mate striking out for the other, At 
last account the waggon was still in 
the river, but parties are out trying 
to get the outfit together. The ques- 
tion with the 200 homesteaders across 
the Big Red is: ‘Are we ever to have 
a bridge across that stream?” ‘Does 
the Government want first to learn of 
several drownings before it will bo- 
lieve that a good bridge is really 
needed?” 


There are now over 200 homesteads 
taken up over this stream, and there 
are about 250 yet available, For the 
settler to be in constant dread of the 
crossing is sufficient to keep back any 
more settlement, and to depopulate 
that portion settled during the last 
year. It is hoped that the minister of 
public works will give the case his 
attention before any fatality occurs.

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CAUSE OF DECLINE 


Public Loaded With Wheat and 
Favorable Reports Give 
Market Shake Down 


Winnipeg, Man., June 19.—The 
thing that everyone who has had ex- 
perience in speculative wheat mar- 
kets should have been looking for 
has happened this past week, and no 
doubt, only a comparative few were 
prepared for it. Reterence is made 
to the heavy decline in prices which 
has taken place. The prospect fac- 
ing the general wheat markets of the 
World is strong, probably hasn’t been 
anything like it for years. But the 
strength is caused by the damage to 
this year’s crops in Europe and 
America making it certain that wheat 
is going to be less plentiful during 
the season 1907-1908 than it has been 
during the past two seasons. Thus 
the real period of strength is pros- 
pective rather than immediate, be- 
cause for the present and for the im 
mediate future, there is from the 
surplus of recent crops a very am- 
ple supply available for the filling 
of all requirements. 

Gambling in Wheat. 

Recent large advance was caused 
by the immense buying of wheat on 
speculation by the general public, 
and of course this buying was set 
agoing by the crop damage reports. 
The advancing tendency once started 
under such conditions soon becanie 
uncontrolable and continued until it 
exhausted itself and came to the turn- 
ing point, which it did about May 
2ist. The millers and dealers in ac- 
tual wheat probably bought very little 
after the advance had gone half way 
towards the top, but the speculative 
public kept up the buying until the 
top was reached, by which time they 
found there were more sellers than 
buyers, and on the majority turning 
sellers prices could not be carried 
higher. For almost three weeks after 
that the speculative markets contin- 
ued active and although prices eased 
off, it was in a gradual way which in 
that time made the decline only three 
cents to four cents. Confidence in 
the wheat markets on the part of the 
public was evidently hard to shake, 

United States Report. 

On Monday, the 10th, however, the 
United States Government crop report 
was issued. This report gives the 
condition of the United States winter 
wheat crop on June Ist and also the 
condition of and acreage under 
spring wheat on that date. The re- 
port was generally expected to be 
bullish, and such no doubt it is, when 
its conclusions are modified by cer- 
tain information not contained in the 
report itsel?, such as the reduction in 
the acreage of winter wheat, by plow- 
ing up or cutting for hay, which has 
gone on during May and up to the 
present time as compared with the 
acreage on May. Ist, which is the 
acreage on which the indicated yield 
is calculated. The indicated prob- 
able yield of winter and spring 
wheat is given as 634,000,000 bushels, 
compared to final estimated yield of 
736,000,000 bushels last year. Thé 
Chicago trade evidently considered 
the report bearish and at once began 
to hammer the market, putting prices 
down one cent per bushel in a few 
minutes which intervened between 
the issuing of the report at 13 o’clock 
and the close of the market. All oth- 
er markets of course followed Chi- 
cago. In the meantime, beneficial 
rains and more summerlike weather 
had been putting a green and healthy 
appearance all over the continent so 
that on seeing the government report 
thousands of the public holding wheat 
at high prices concluded it was iime 
w get out of it, and the large pro- 
fessional operators in Chicago were 
right ready to help them to do so. The 
result has been that prices jn Ameri- 
can markets collapsed to the extent of 
about four to seven cents per bushel. 
Evidently this has cleared the <itua- 
tion for today the markets became 
quite active again and advance one 
to four and a half cents. Except for

BROKEN RAILS IN 1905-1906. 


During the winter of 1905-1906 there 
were 804 broken rails removed from 
the railway tracks of New York 
States. During 1906-1907 the break- 
ages were 2,899. Yet the manufac- 
turers say that, subject to the limita- 
tions of the Bessemer process, and be- 
cause of the enormous demand for 
rails, they are making as good a rail 
as they can, Yet to the ordinary ob- 
server it would appear reasonable to 
take more time and more care in 
the manufacture even though the or- 
ders are pressing. Of course, there ia 
no likelihood of the plants spending 
$60,000,000 to change from the Bes- 
semer to the open-hearth method of 
steel-making, although this is the 
course advocated by the Scientific 
American. But the public can well 
demand a return to the slower meth. 
ods of manufacture and a more lib- 
eral cropping of the ingot. A rail 
rolled from scrap cannot be + expect- 
ed to stand the immense strain it has 
to bear.—-Toronto News.

LOUIS RAT RAID 


Newspaper Joke Results in 
Wholesale War on Rodents 
By Credulous 


St. Louis, June 19. Rodents hunted 
their holes in St. Louis the other 
night. A large party of the city’s pop- 
wation turned out in a general raid 
to exterminate rats as the result of 
what wag started as a belated April 
1 joke, Hundreds of men and boys 
participated in the wholesale attack, 

t whether the slaughter was in 
proportion to the number of credulous 
persona who ¢ngaged in the war is 
not yet known. 

Two weeks ago a newspaper re- 
porter bewailed to Dr, John G. Har- 
per that he was “shy of dope.” 

“You say you are out of news’”’ 
said the doctor; “why don’t you start 
a crusade on rats in 8t. Louis? The 
town is becoming alive with rodents, 
which have become so ravenous that 
the other day they fought with the 
workmen tearing down the Exposition 
building for possession of their lun- 
ches. Here is your chance. Get busy 
and you've got a good story.” 

Many Are Taken In. 

That vert bold headlines in 
double-column layout announced that 
a crusade against rats had been 
planned and a time set for the 
slaughter. It worked fine, Every 
manner of producing the desired 
death of the rats was suggested. 
Hundreds of people believed the ar- 
ticle was published in good faith. So 
did a “Vermin Exterminator” com- 

any, with the result that the fol- 
owing day the city was placarded 
with large signs bearing photographic 
reproductions of rates, their toes turn- 
ed skyward, and oblivious to every- 
thing in general and cats in partic- 
ular, Accompanying the picturgs were 
flaring headlines announcing that the 
only proper way to destroy, not only 
rats, but every species of pests, was 
“So-and-So’s _ kill-’em-dead 


to use 
powder,” 
Small Boy to the Fore. 
None was more pleased at the 
thoughts of a night engaged in 


slaughtering rats than the small boys, 
who, armed with clubs, stones and 
other species of “deadly weapons, 


sauntered forth and searched for 
hours in quest of prey. Few were 
successful, their searches failing in 
most cases to discover any of the ro- 
dents, and when they did run across 


a poor “unfortunate” they failed to | $10,000, 


hit them. In many parts of the city, 
however, credulous persons spent the 
night, or at least part of it, in waging 
war on their common enemy. 

Dr. Harper laughed to-night. He 
said the story was the result of a 
joke, but the joke may culminate in 
another kind of plague, if many of 
the rodents were killed. Unless the 
carcasses were promptly removed the 
warm weather will soon cause them 
to decay, and induce sickness,. Dr. 
Harper said he* did: notethink ofsthat 
end of it.
